1 . In preparing the accompanying Appeal Brief, applicant became aware of 
a number of instances where the wording of the claims was changed in 
Amendment "A" without proper use of underlining for words which were 
added, and without bracketing of words which were deleted. Such 
incorrect changes were made in at least Claims 1 and 1 2. The claim 
language used in the accompanying Appeal Brief employs only those 
changes which were properly made in the respective amendments.
